Before begianmg our Instructions 


In the practical cse of tools for the work- 
lag of woods we wkh to impress oa the 
minis 'of parent* or others hav- 
ing the direction of the work the neces- 
sity of the beginner doing more or less 
work with the tool*, one tool at a time, 
until tte feeling of the tool la the hand 
Is familiar to the user and natil te has 
gained such control of the tool that it 
will, through his hasdj. teccme the 
servant of his will, and S3 carry out his 
thought and his wL-h» that hi* plan* 
aad his work will be a success. 


It requires long and continued prac- 


tice to become evea moderately pro- 
ficient In any of the practical arts, and 
yet with the beginning In woodworking. 
aal too often with those having the 


ria.i. 


direction of his work, whether teacher 
er parent, the wish. !* to begin at once 
ta make some desired article. Such a 
course cannot be successful, for the 
trainiBg cf the hied* for manual work. 
as the training of the raind In mental 
and cultural education, must begin with 
the .rudiments, and be carried on pro- 
gressively until the mind and hands 
become famlliariied with the various 
processes necessary for constructive 
*6rk. 


Hence. In a series of elementary and 


progressive articles on woodworking 
such as these will te. we must Insist 
that each tool taken cp and eaca step 
given In Its use be foUowed out patient- 
ly and persistently until the work ac- 
complished is at least fairly well done. 


While the instructions and directions 


given will be especially designed for tte 
youig. we hope that, while making them 
exceedingly simple and plain, they will 
prove to be so broad as also to Interest 
parents and others In this attractive 
work- 


Woods. ' 


While wood U the most" plentiful. 


• widely cstful and also the most general- 
ly used of all constructive material*. 
It is doubtful if there i* any other ct 
which 60 little Is known practically re- 
garding its structure and the adapta- 
bility of different klads of -woods to dif- 
f erent purposes. Wood of one kind not

only differs from that of another, _but 
the boards cut from the first or lower 
log of a tree cften differ very .much 
from those cut from a log taken from tte 
upper part of the'same tree. Tte sap- 
wood.differs from tie heartwood and 
the wood of tte quickly growing tree 
of the field or opea from that ct tte 
nature tree of the forest. 


Tte builder needs lumber'la large 


quantities and of large dimensions, and 
put* comparatively little work.oa the 
wood used, and for hia' the lighter and 
softer wood* are usually the best. 


The cabinet maker, on the contrary. 


pat* a great amount of work on tte 
wood he uses, and requires that whica 
Is bard and strong, with a grain of more 
or less beauty which will take a fine, 
smooth finish. 


Mahogany, walnut, oak, *ycamore. 


cherry aad tiaple are among the most 
desirable wood* for this purpose. 


For our use In tte beginning of our 


practice It will be well and more help- 
ful as a mean* of gaining experience 
with the various tools ta begin work- 
lag in tte softer woods, inch as white 
pine, yellow pop!ar,.basswood. redwood 
or ether easily cut wood. 


While small and csefcl article* are 


.seldom made front icy of these wood*'. 
It will be better to practice with tie 
saw, tte chisel and the plane on such 
material until some degree of proficiency 
1* gained in their use than to attempt 
the cse cf aay of tte harder wood* at 
first, and only succeed In doing the work 
badly. • 


White pine U the Ideal wood for this 


purpose, having a clear, firm, straight 
grain, and being soft ani light II work* 
smoothly and easily, affording a good 
medium oa which to practice and ac- 
quire skill In the art cf woodworkly. 
Yellow poplar may also be used to id- 
vaatage. being slightly harder and more 
firm cnder th* ratting edge of th* tool 
than plae.- 
_Tte sapwood. or tte cater edge of the 
board. Is nearly white, while tte heart- 
wood U usually of a brownish yeQow 
color. Poplar U more readily affected 
by the moisture or dryness of tte at- 
mosphere than pine, but take* the vari- 
ous stains la Imitation of wilnut, ma- 
hotiny and ether txpenslv* wood* bet- 
ter than pice. 
. Basswood, b also a good wood for the 
b»fisrer ta use.

Structure ef -Woods. 


While U is tot our iateatloa. la a 


scries of practical. articles oa wood- 
working, to enter into a discussion of the 
structure aad growth of the timber out 
of which our lumber aad beards of dif- 
ferent sizes are cut, yet a few remarks 
oj the raanner In which the log* are 
sawed and the advantage of eaea method 
will be necessary to aa Intelligent cn- 
derstandlng of the principles which cn- 
derlle the use of woods la tae construc- 
tive, useful aad ornamental arts. . 


For this purpose it will be necessary 


to examine a cross section cut from a 
small tree or branch, as shown la Fig. 1. 


It will be seen that the center isOccn- 


pi«d by the pith, which Is composed 
almost entirely cf cellular tissue, and 
around which we find a succession of 
woody rings, each ring representing one 
year's growth, or the yeirly addition 
to the diameter cf the tree. 


Oa the outtlde of the annual rings ol 


wood we find the bark, whkh is com- 
posed mostly of long, fbrouj thsae. 


A further examination will also ihow 


a series of vertical walls of cellular tis- 
sue extending radially Jroaj the pita 
toward the bark. Th-ese are called pitn 
rays, or • medullary rays. 
Cabinet- 


makers speak of these rays as the 
light*, or. silver grain, cf tte wood. 
In some woodj. as oak atd sycamore. 
they are large, while In maple, cherry 
and beech they are small, and in many 
woods these sliver grains are too small 
to be seen with the caked eye. 


This brief study of the log brings us 


to a practical application of this know). 
edge in the cutting or sawing of the 
log into boards and plank. The com- 
mon method I* to slightly fiattea. or 
slab.-the log on its under and upper 
•'•dti, and then to saw it through and 


always very cseaual la size, as theheart 
or pith Is seldom. If ever. U the cen- 
ter of th* tret, fur the reason that tte 
warmth aad lizhl of tie sun cause th* 
annual rings to crow thicker or wider 
on the side most exposed to its rays.

to allow It, the four remainice; thin 
triangular sections will asain J>» halved 
radially, as shown in the upper left-hand 
corner of Fig. 5.

as will be seen, become narrower each 
time the triangular section Is sawed 
Into two equal parts and their commer- 
cial value decreases ereatly wten ca- 
der six Inches in width. Tte first cf tte 
two boards cut each time will I* radial 
and almost exactly In line with the silver 
Slints of ths medalliry rays.

smaller, ttaa tte fi«t- Ttefrst tcird, 
with its large glints, is the finest wood 
for largs surfaces, such as tte tops ot 
table*, large panels ard drawer fronts. 


Figs. 4 and 5 will explain why 


quarter-sawed boards are more expen- 
sive than tte common sawed Icmter 
shown ia Fig. i. requiring as It does 
more time aad labor aid being more 
wasteful of the wood. The last thin 
triangular pieces of all are usually sawed 
Into squares of various size* as indicated 
In the lower right hind corner, of Fig. 
5, which are csed for table legs, stair 
banisters, and other purposes.

again Involves labor, and there Is still 
much waste ta compared with the com- 
mon method of plain sawing as shown 
la Fig. S.

S TO -what the founder of Christianity would have done if a. 
Rockefeller had offered him $100,000 I do rfot care to specu- 
late. That fanciful mode of discussing present issues may 
well be left to the preacher. The economist prefers to deal 
with such questions ia the plain terms of unimaginative rea- 
son:Eg. 


According to the prudential corrcr-ittee of the American 


board, the attitude of the church tovrard the gifts of the rich 
should Le one of indiscriminate hospitality. They maintain 
that the responsibility of the recipient of a gift begins only 


with the acceptance, that he should take without question all money thai 
is offered, that he cannot undertake to discriminate between donors, that 
such a'task is impossible of performance, 


, * Consideration of this question at once brings home the truth that 


the responsibility of the recipient reaches back to the source of the gift. 


To accept money from a man whose business methods are under 


criticism implies support of that individual against the charges brought 
by his critics. As Pres. Tucker points out in hij admiraWy Judicial letter: 
"When the business methods of any man orvCf any corporation are un- 
der public discussion, and certainly if under authorized investigation, il 
is a discrimination in favor of methods at issue to accept a gift from such 
a source as frcdy as from other sources." 
" 


IHhe a.vcptance of tainted money by the church were accornpa=iea 


by p!ain-spoken condemnation .of the methods cf its acquisition, then 
the action might perhaps be defended. Bet the recipients cannot with 
good grace take this course; courtesy forbid*. They are driven to shame- 
faced silence, weak shuSing or labored sophistry. Dust must be thrown 
in the eyes of the public. Thus we have the ipectack of moral leaders 
raising their voices to confuse ethical standards and obscure moral issues. 


The church can HI afford, at tfie present time to take any action tha! 


•wiH compromise its ttandign or weaken it* influccce. There is already 
a wide-spread feeling of distrust ansong working people that the church 
is unduly subserrient to capitalism and complacently tolerant of basinesi 
chicanery. 


That the'church ought at all times to itand uncompromisingly for 


thj loftiest standards of commercial and political morality ihould go 
without saying. This duty is doubly important at a time when various 
forms of lawlessness and corruption are eating into the fiber of American 
character and rotting away the fabric of 
republican sutitutl«jj.

Japan and the Russian Convict 
Island of Sakhalin 


If Jaratt Toms Out Victorious la tbs War It 1$ Probatte Tbat TtK 
UtattractfTC Spot Will Revm to Her— wni Laai anJ peopl: 


Although the conclusion cf peace be- 


tween Jipan and Russia teems t l«j 
way ol. sad the rnmors re^rdla; the 
demands likely to be made by the gov- 
ernment cf Toklo as a possible taili 
o: pe*f* are jaore conflictlcs than 
tver, there seems to b« little doubt that 
one result of the war—supposing that 
Japan continues to pursae her victor- 
l»ui course—will be the occupation by 
the Ulkada'* troops of the Island of 
Sakhalin. Meanwhile, there are net 
wanting reports that Japan is already 
preparing for its occupation at an 
early date. • The pls.ce bears a terrible 
reputation, more than halt its popula- 
tion being convicts, mostly murderers, 
for It is not to Sakhalin that "poliU- 
cals* are tent. A glance at the map 
wlltthow why Japan thonU le desir- 
ous of retaking Sakhalin, over which 
•he hoistel the Japanese Cag early In 
the last century. Some fifty years liter, 
however, Jjpan handed the Island to 
Russia, ia exchange for the Kurile U- 
lanis. Froa its geographical position, 
Sakhalin would seem naturally to be- 
loag to Japan, being the most northerly 
ct the Jipancse group. It 13 only sep- 
arated from the northern Island of 
Veio by the Ferouse strait. The latest 
reliable information regarding thU 
Russian convict Island from an Eng- 
lish source-Is to be found In Mr. HaweV 
book. "The Uttermost East." lately 
published In London and New York by 
Harper Brothers. The author, a young 
Cambridge graduate, has given a thrill- 
ing account of his experiences, both 
amont the murderers anj natives cf 


stockaded prison U the center of Alex- 
androvsk. which plac* teems to exist 
for the prison. Tt» few merchants' 
(tore) and tbe Iron foundry are for the 
prisoners; the wooden houses are the 
residences cf the o£cials. Besides the 
prison, the church In the main itreet 
and the market place, there'is not 
much to call for attention. According 
to Mr. de Winlt. who visited the south- 
ern portion of Sakhalin, there are 5.000 
criminal convicts located at Korsa- 
k»v«k. only about 1.100 cf whoa are» 
actaally cnder lock and key. The 
town consists ef ene long, straggling 
thoroughfare, commencing at the land- 
ing stage icd abruptly terminating by 
th* huge prison. Among the Gilyaki 
the bear fete has been a sort of bank 
holiday. 


The vast minority of the convicts are 


women as may be seen by the. fact 
that the mile population of the Island 
(which, by the way. forms part cf tha 
cf the viceroy of the far east) Is some 
three times that cf tae femile. It. It. 
cf course, very thinly peopled, even 
now, 
the proportion cf human beings 


being onrr two to every five square 
kilometers* which tells its own tale of 
Isolation aafl wretchedness. 


Some mozths ago, shortly after the 


outbreak cf the war between Russia 
and Japan, there came from Sakhalin 
news of a rev»lt among the prisoners. 
who anticipated with Joy the prospect 
of an early retltse at the hanii of the 
Japanese force. 


The laad and *ca forces of the Mi- 


kado had. however, much more import-

tte Island, and brought home a strik- 
ing collection of photographs. 


The Island Is 530 miles Jong, and 


from IT to 100 broad, and In 1S3S Us 
population was about 10.000. The diffi- 
cult and dangerous straits separating 
It from Japan are only about the same 
width as the English channel between 
Dover and Calais. For tte most put, 
the land Is covered with primaeval 
forest, co dense that the rivers are the 
chief native highway, navigated by 
dagouts in summer and crossed In 
dog or reindeer sledges in winter.

The garrison of 
Sakhalin Is not strong enough to re- 
sist a zerioas attack, which would cer- 
tainly be complicate! by a rising of 
the prisoner*, whoso fatnre will be no 
slight matter for the Japanese to set- 
tle. For Russia will be heartily glad to 
get rid of theoj, aad Japan will not be 
anxlocs to take over the care cf a few 
thousand ccnvlctj ef undeniably bal 
character. . The Japanese "pride cf 
blood- would resent the Intermixture 
cf these outcasts of society with their 
own people; to that the problem of 
Sakhalin (or Saghallen, as It Is some- 
times spelled) !j by no means so easy 
as it looks.
